meth lab suspects out on bail 


Pair deny any 
connection to 
dump sites

Two men arrested at the 
scene when police busted a 
massive clandestine meth- 
amphetamine lab near 
Cremona Feb. 16 have been 
released on $15,000 bail 
each. 

Calgarians John Andrew 
Brown, 32. and Jody Roger 
McGuey, 29, face charges of 
unlawful possession of a 


controlled substance and 
possession for the purpose of 
trafficking. They appeared 
before Judge Gary Cioni in 
Didsbury provincial court 
Wednesday for a show cause 
or bail hearing. 

Police seized 10 kg of 
methamphetamine and vari¬ 
ous equipment from a barn 
on a rural property 55 km 
north of Calgary. 

If sold in gram lots, the 
drugs would be worth about 
$750,000, said federal pros¬ 
ecutor Robert Short. 

A publication ban prohib¬ 
its reporting of anything 
said during Wednesday two- 
hour hearing. 


Two chemical dump sites 
- one east of Cremona and 
one west of Water Valley - 
discovered since the Feb. 16 
raid have tentatively tested 
positive for methampheta¬ 
mine, say police. 

Both accused deny any 
connection to the dump 
sites, their lawyers said fol¬ 
lowing court. “We’re una¬ 
ware of any link between 
those dump sites and the 
site that give rise to these 
charges," said Calgary law¬ 
yer Don Macleod. 

Both accused intend to 
“vigorously defend these 
charges” against them, he 
said. 


Following court, prosecu¬ 
tor Short said the Crown is 
awaiting chemical analysis 
of the two dump sites before 
deciding whether to lay fur¬ 
ther charges against the ac¬ 
cused. 

As well as the $15,000 
bail, Brown and McGuey 
were also ordered to remain 
within Calgary city limits, 
obey a 10 p.m. to 5 a.m. cur¬ 
few, and submit to random 
drug testing. They will ho back in 
court on March 21. 

Police continue to ask the 
public to report any suspi¬ 
cious spills in the area. Any¬ 
one with information should 
call police at 335-3382.

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Democracy Is Not Freedom (and We Are Not the Government) 


President Bush and his 
neoconservative supporters 
were practically teary-eyed on 
election day in Iraq. No longer 
did it matter that the weapons 
of mass destruction that had 
been used to scare the American 
people into supporting the war 
didn’t exist.

Whatever the ruler says, goes. 

He has the 
power to jail anyone he wants 
for any reason whatsoever, to 
torture people, to punish critics, 
to shut down the press and pub¬ 
lic assemblies, to confiscate 
weapons, and to send the nation 
into war. He has unlimited 
power to tax. He even has the 
power to force people to attend 
religious services. 

Could people in that society 


tatorship, albeit democratically 
elected, be considered genuine 
freedom? 

It’s not difficult to see how our 
American ancestors felt about de¬ 
mocracy. They considered it so bad 
that they enacted the Bill of Rights 
to protect us from it. 

After all, carefully read the Bill 
of Rights, you’ll notice something 
interesting: It doesn’t give people 


rights at all. Instead, it protects 
us from democracy. 

The popular refrain, “We are 
the government,” is false too. Af¬ 
ter all, if we are the government, 
then why does the Bill of Rights 
protect those of us in the private 
sector from those in the govern¬ 
ment sector?

MVRWC gives mixed plastics 
a new home 


As of today, 
mixed plastics 
have a better 
place to go than 
the landfill

Mountain View Regional 
Waste Commission 

(MVRWC) is implementing a 
recycle program for mixed 
plastics. 

Neil Kivell, MVRWC, said 
finding a home for these 
plastics was the next logical 
step for the waste commis¬ 
sion. 

“Mixed plastics have all 
been going to the landfill 
and we wanted better,” said 
Kivell. “Right now we are 
doing it because it is the 
right thing to do.” 

Mixed plastics are: 

-Toiletry containers: 
mouthwash bottles, cos¬ 
metic containers, toothpaste 
tubes, etc. 

-Household containers: 
laundry detergent or bleach 
jugs, dish soap, fabric sof¬ 
tener, plastic buckets, pails, 
laundry baskets, etc. 

-Food containers: marga¬ 
rine, yogurt, chip dip, cream 
cheese tubs, syrup, cooking 
oil, vinegar, ketchup bottles, 
etc. 

-Plastic film items: shop¬ 
ping bags, dry cleaning 
bags, bread and food bags, 
etc. 


All plastics must be 
cleaned. Remember milk 
jugs are not in this category 
and they are already ac¬ 
cepted for recycling at des¬ 
ignated areas. 

He said the MVRWC will 
work with various recyclers 
to have mixed plastics recy¬ 
cled into things such as 


other containers, plastic 
lumber, plastic fence posts 
and numerous other items. 

Mixed plastics can be 
dropped off at recycling sta¬ 
tions in Olds, Didsbury, 
Sundre and Cremona as of 
March 1. Carstairs program 
will be coming on board 
soon.

Wannamaker takes 2nd in Canadian Challenge

A fight to the finish is what 
the Canadian Challenge was 
for Rick Wannamaker of 
Didsbury. Wannamaker trained 
since August to fulfil his goal 
of finishing the Challenge, win¬ 
ning second place out of 17. 

“I was very surprised, my 
goal was just to finish the race,” 
said Wannamaker. 

The race took place in Prince 
Albert, Saskatchewan and ac¬ 
cepted several late entries after 
another race, “Race to the sky” 
was cancelled in Montana be¬ 
cause of rain. 

“We started in downtown 
Prince Albert, right on main 
street,” said Wannamaker. "We 
then went out to the river 
where he encountered some 
overflow. We were on the river 
for 2 and a half miles then we 
popped up to a road.” 

After the first 5 miles of the 
race Wannamaker’s dogs lost 
their booties so he had to stop 
and replace them. 

“There was quite a few mis¬ 
haps during the race, a competi¬ 
tor was carrying the mayor 
during the beginning people 
could ride along for the first few 
miles, and he dumped him out 
in the river,” said 
Wannamaker. “Someone else 
separated their shoulder right 
at the beginning and ran the 
whole race with it like that, he 
came in 5th or 6th.” 

The first check point was at 
the Land of the Lone where 
Wannamaker gave his dogs 
food and water and they all slept 
for a bit. They remained there 
for four hours before continu-

ing on. 

“You really don’t know 
where you are in the race till 
about half way because of peo¬ 
ple’s different run and rest 
schedules,” said Wannamaker. 
“We ran a lot at night and it 
was a gorgeous trail.” 

Wannamaker then came 
upon the Lake of Montreal 
which they went across for 20 
miles. 

“That was a monster lake it 
was 20 miles wide,” said 
Wannamaker. “When we got off 
the dogs got really excited, for 
the next 2 miles they went so 
fast and it was very tight trees, 
we hit a tree. I hit my arm first 
then my nose.” 

Wannamaker held onto his 
dogs, knowing he could not let 


the sled go because the dogs 
would keep going. 

“It took me about 3 seconds 
to get my bearings straightened 
out and then we were off again, 
we went about 50 feet and the 
dogs wrapped themselves 
around a trapper’s cabin,” said 
Wannamaker. “I put my snow 
hooks into the cabin and 
walked the dogs backwards 
around it, then we got going. 
My nose was bleeding pretty 
good and my right eye was re¬ 
ally fuzzy.” 

At the next check point 
Wannamaker was greeted by 
his wife Dena. 

“I saw the blood and asked 
him if he could breath,” said 
Dena. “He said he could so then 
my attention went to feeding 


and giving the dogs water.” 

Next Wannamaker arrived 
at the halfway check point 
thinking he was in 13th or 14th 
place. 

“I got there and 1 found out 
I was in third,” said 
Wannamaker. “I was suddenly 
nervous, and I wasn’t nervous 
before. It is easier at the bot¬ 
tom.” 

During the halfway manda¬ 
tory 10 hour rest the 
Wannamakers feed the dogs 
twice, gave them water, and 2 
dogs had to stay with Dena be¬ 
cause they had sore wrists. The 
team was down to 10 dogs. 

“Going back the fellow that 
was in second place was about 
45 minutes ahead, and then I 
caught up to him, he was down 


to seven dogs,” said 
Wannamaker. 

Going back over the Mon¬ 
treal Lake Wannamaker man¬ 
aged to stay ahead, he and the 
dogs stopped for about half an 
hour to bask in the sun and get 
some water. They then headed 
off again. 

“We then had to make a deci¬ 
sion, we could keep going and run 
for the next 18 miles to the five 
hour mandatory rest check point, 
or we could rest. We rested, I gave 
the dogs massages, and watered 
and feed them,” said Wannamaker. 

After continuing on towards 
the upcoming land of the Lone, 
Wannamaker was in second by 
only six minutes. 

“With 30 miles left to go the 
dogs went wonderful, they aver¬ 


aged about 10 miles an hour,” said 
Wannamaker. 

Wannamaker won $5,000 and 
a wooden plaque along with his 
second place finish. 

“I want to thank my sponsors 
Krebs Vet, my mom and dad Dick 
and Valeda Wannamaker, lams 
dog food, and also thanks to Mr. 
Tyler’s grade 3 class for their 
emails of support,” said 
Wannamaker. “And everyone who 
sent me emails.” 

In total the race took 
Wannamaker 65 hours, including 
rest. 

“This race had top notch com¬ 
petitors, handlers, executives,” 
said Wannamaker. “It takes a lot 
of people to man a 320 mile race, 
and they were great people. It was 
a great experience.”

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Dear Family and 
Friends, 

Last weekend the 
head of our church here 
in Nigeria was honored 
by being made a tradi¬ 
tional ruler of his home¬ 
town, Salka. It was a 
very special occasion 
with leaders from our 
church as well as many 
from the government 
attending. He is also one 
of the six elders from 
his state here in Nigeria. 
Dr. Bawa is the first man 
from the Kambari tribe 
to join the council of 
traditional rulers-a 
great honor. 

The Kambari tribe 
was considered back¬ 
ward by many sur¬ 
rounding tribes. Our 
missionaries first went 
to the Salka in 1922 and 
preached the Gospel 
there for about fifty 
years without seeing 
very much change-only 
a few converts. Surely 
this must have been dis¬ 
couraging to the mis¬ 
sionaries. The local tra¬ 
ditional religion was 
very strong and kept 
people in fear, particu¬ 
larly the women and 
children. 

In 1972 there was a 
serious dispute about 
the leadership of the 
town, and those who 
were not selected de¬ 
cided that they would 
reveal to all the secrets 
of the traditional reli¬ 
gion. This basically de¬ 
stroyed the power of the 
local religious leaders, 
and the people of the 
area started looking for 
a new religion. 

Within about two 
years there were about 
1500 people in our 
church in Salka. Now, 
more than thirty years 
later, there are at least 
six churches in Salka 
and it is the head of a 
growing district of 
churches. I can’t help 
but wonder what would 
have happened if our 
missionaries had given 
up and looked for a dif¬ 
ferent area where they 
could win converts right 
away. What if the Mis¬ 
sion leadership had 
looked for more results 
and told the missionar¬ 
ies to move on to an¬ 
other place? But God’s 
hand was in the mission¬ 
aries staying, and they 
faithfully told about 
God’s love. When the 
time was right, God 
moved in a mighty way, 
and we praise Him for 
what He is doing. 

It was during the 
time when the mission¬ 
aries were in Salka that 
Dr. Bawa was growing 
up. People were suspi¬ 
cious of the white man’s 
ways, so when children 
were required to be sent 
to the white man’s

school, Dr. Bawa’s 
guardians sent him in¬ 
stead of their own chil¬ 
dren; he was raised by 
an aunt and uncle. 
Jacob did very well in 
primary school and went 
on to secondary school. 
The mission operated a 
teacher training college 
at Mokwa and Jacob 
was sent there. Again he 
did very well and was 
sent on for further 
training at the theologi¬ 
cal college in Ilorin. Af¬ 
ter graduation, he 
taught for some time be¬ 
fore being sent to the 
U.S. for further train¬ 


ing. Eventually he ended 
up with a PhD from 
Michigan State, and re¬ 
turned to Nigeria in 
1977 to become the first 
president of UMCA, our 
local church. 

There was a great 
deal of pressure from his 
family and the govern¬ 
ment of his state for him 
to take up a government 
post. After a short time, 
Dr. Bawa began work 
with the State govern¬ 
ment as an assistant in¬ 
spector of education. In 
situations where cor¬ 
ruption and cheating 
were not only common, 


but expected, Dr. Bawa 
maintained his integrity. 
He was truly an exam¬ 
ple of the believers! 

He was promoted and 
became the Permanent 
Secretary for two gov¬ 
ernment ministries. 
Then came a military 
coup d’etat. All the 
heads of government 
were called back to the 
capital cities of their 
states. Dr. Bawa went to 
Minna, where he joined 
other leaders to answer 
for their past. He was 
released and vindicated 
while many of his co¬ 
workers were arrested. 


Some years later Dr. 
Bawa was appointed as 
Nigeria’s ambassador to 
Spain. He later served 
as ambassador to the 
Vatican and Chad. 
When General Abacha 
took over the govern¬ 
ment of Nigeria, Dr. 
Bawa was offered a cabi¬ 
net post, but he declined, 
saying that he felt he 
needed to get away for a 
while. He went to the U.S. 
and was a professor at our 
liberal arts college in In¬ 
diana for nine years. He 
returned less than two 
years ago, and has been 
very active in the local 


church. We praise God for 
how this man is being used 
by God. 

For the next few weeks 
we will be travelling. We 
will attend two confer¬ 
ences in Europe, one of 
which will be with Share 
Education Services, the 
organization that we ex¬ 
pect to work with after 
our furlough. We’d ap¬ 
preciate your prayers for 
safety and for Him to 
make us a blessing. 
Thanks for your sup¬ 
port.

Alberta 

government afraid 
of an Alberta 
farmer

So why is the Alberta 
government, commanding 
62 of the 83 seats in the 
Legislature, with more 
than 3 decades in power, 
and billions of dollars at 
its disposal, so afraid of 
a farmer from Welling, 
Alberta? 

The farmer in question 
is Paul Hinman, the 
spanking new MLA for 
Cardston- Taber-Warner. 
I’ve spoken to Hinman 
and he seems pleasant 
and polite enough. A lit¬ 
tle intense perhaps, but 
that’s probably to be ex¬ 
pected of a rookie politi¬ 
cian. Oh yeah, and he’s 
the only Alliance MLA . 
Hey, do you think that’s 
what makes him so fear¬ 
some? 

It must be something, 
because the Tories are so 
scared of Hinman that the 
way things stand now, 
they’re only going to let 
him ask about one ques¬ 
tion a week in Question 
Period. That’s every six¬ 
tieth question, in the ro¬ 
tation that Government 
House Leader and Ad¬ 
vanced Education Minis¬ 
ter Dave Hancock says 
could be adopted. And 
that’s just nuts. 

What Hancock and the 
Tories argue is that 
Hinman is simply an in¬ 
dependent, ‘private’ mem¬ 
ber and as such is entitled 
to no special treatment. 
Except that the Alliance 
Party collected just under 
10% of the popular vote 
(or as Hinman likes to 
put it, about 15% of the 
‘rural’ vote). 

No matter how you 
slice and dice it, it’s still 
a significant number of 
Albertans, who deserve a 
voice. 


There’s certainly prec¬ 
edent. When the NDP 
had only two members, 
following the 1907 elec¬ 
tion, Premier Klein per¬ 
sonally made sure they 
had a designated daily 
question in QP and a lit¬ 
tle bit of research money. 
Of course, that was be¬ 
cause Klein felt (cor¬ 
rectly) the New Demo¬ 
crats would be in more 
Liberal faces than Con¬ 
servative ones. I wonder 
whose face Klein thinks 
Hinman will be in? 

The other parties in 
the Legislature don’t 
seem to have a problem 
cutting Hinman some 
slack. “I think the Alli¬ 
ance deserves a little bit 
of a break...providing re¬ 
search resources to 
them, certainly we would 
support that.” says Lib¬ 
eral Leader Kevin Taft. 
New Democrat House 
Leader Ray Martin 
agrees, and says the To¬ 
ries would be wise to be 
generous, or they risk 
appearing both as chick¬ 
ens and bullies. 

It’s easy to see where 
the Conservatives are 
coming from; they’ve 
read Alberta’s history 
and they know more than 
one provincial govern¬ 
ment’s been unseated by 
populist, grassroots 
movements of the right. 
But wouldn’t it be some¬ 
thing if Ralph Klein, at 
the close of his career, 
put the free exchange of 
ideas (even critical ones) 
ahead of partisan poli¬ 
tics.

Flying Saucer Seen North of 
Didsbury 

Reports of flying saucers have 
come in from all parts of the North 
American continent during the past 
two years, but so far there have been 
no known cases where machines have 
been available for examination. 
However, many of these reports arc 
from reliable people and even The 
Calgary Albertan in a recent edito¬ 
rial ack nowlcdgcd the fact that fly¬ 
ing saucers were a possibility and 
could be a reality. The latest report 
of flying saucers comes from Mrs. 
Arden Dcadrick. north of town, and 
in reporting the fact Mrs. Dcadrick 
says: 

"Standing on the back porch 
about 6:30 p.m. one calm evening last 
summer the chickens suddenly be¬ 
came frightened and ran for shelter.

I saw an aluminum colored object 
like a covered saucer ’with a dome 
floating downward from a height of 
approximately 100 feet.

Four Cases Of Poliomy¬ 
elitis - Reported In 
Didsbury Area 

Although Didsbury and dis¬ 
trict has been free of poliomyeli¬ 
tis cases all during the current 
record epidemic in Alberta, the 
disease struck quickly last week 
end and four eases from this area 
were admitted to hospital in 
Calgary. 

The first case to be admitted 
was Vernon Hamm. 9-year-old 
son of Mr. and Mrs. George 
Hamm, who was taken to Calgary 
Saturday. On Monday Norman 
Pratt. 4. son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Dave Pratt, was taken to Calgary, 
as was Brian Elliott. 14 month-old 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Gordon 
Elliott. 

All three of the above reside 
on farms in the area east of town. 
Also admitted to hospital in 
Calgary on Monday was Mrs. J. 
H. Coates. 37. of Cremona. 

Although all these cases are 
considered to be of a mild type, 
some do show signs of paralysis. 

Totals of cases reported so far 
in Western Canada show British 
Columbia with 338 cases and 22 
deaths: Alberta. 488 cases and 39 
deaths: Saskatchewan 716 cases 
and 41 deaths; and Manitoba 223 
cases and 15 deaths.

School Opening Set Back 
to Sept. 15 

It was decided last weekend 
that school doors in the Olds 
School Division would not open 
until Monday. September 15. Fol¬ 
lowing the pattern set by Calgary 
and other points in Central and 
Southern Alberta, it was thought 


the postpone ment of two weeks was in 
order due to the current polio epidemic. 

Although there have been no cases 
of polio in our immediate area, in 
stances of the disease arc not on the 
wane in other parts of the province and. 
during the holiday weekend, six more 
cases were admitted to hospital in 
Calgary. Parents are reminded of the 
preventative measures published in last 
week's issue of this paper, some of 
which we reproduce below: 

1. Polio is a communicable disease 
so avoid crowds, restrict children to 
small neighborhood groups. 

2. A tired child is more susceptible 
to the disease and if polio develops, a 
greater degree of paralysis is likely to 
follow. 

3. Swimming is dangerous because 
it will cause fatigue and is chilling. 

4. Watch your personal hygiene be 
sure to wash your hands before eating 
and after using the toilet. 

5. Where the disease is prevalent 
avoid removal of tonsils, adenoids and 
teeth. 

Over 80 per cent of cases recover 
completely. 

Maintain the following standards 
of sanitation: 

A. Wash dishes thoroughly. 

B. Wash fruits and vegetables. 

C. Cover garbage and waste mate- 


D. Control sewage Outdoor toi¬ 
lets should be dusted daily with ashes 
or chloride of lime.

Spread Of Polio Causes 
Dual Ban 

Spread of polio in Al'ierta has . 
forced the Provincial Board of Health 
to exclude 11 children 16 of years old 
and under from theatres and swim¬ 
ming pools throughout the province. 
The order became effective at 8 am 
August 14. 

To control the spread of polio par 
ents arc advised to keep their chil¬ 
dren from getting over tired. Boys 
and girls should keep out of crowds, 
avoid swimming and practice careful 
personal hygiene. 

1- Parents can help check the dis¬ 
ease by maintaining high standards 
of dish washing, washing all fruits and 
vegetables, keeping garbage covered, 
controlling flies in out door toilets, 
and postponing operations for the re¬ 
moval of tonsils, adenoids or teeth. 

The Board of Health said that 
early care will often prevent a polio 
patient from being crippled. 

Mild cases of polio were best 
looked after in the home since move¬ 
ment might harm the patient.

On Display Here. Aug. 19 

Didsbury will have its first public 
show'ng of braod new stainless steel pas 
senger equipment in the West on Thurs 
day. August 19. when the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company puts two self- 
propelled rail diesel cars(RDC ) known 
as Dayliners on display here from 155 
pm. to 3:25 p.m that day as part of a 
western tour which started August 5 at 
Port Arthur and Fort William. 

Earmarked for regular service be¬ 
tween Calgary and Edmonton starting 
Monday. August 30. the Dayliners 
come from the Budd Company of 
Philadelphia. builders also o f 
Canada's first scenic-dome observation 
lounge which the CP.R is showing to 
thousands across Canada with the west 


ern dates on this dome showing july 26 Au 
gust 14. The dome display is a preview of the 
trans-continentals of 1955 when 15 full trains 
of such stainless steel slickers will be in 
service on the Canadian Pacific. 
The RDC Day liner is the new look for branch 
line operation. 

At Didsbury the Dayliners will go on 
show while under their own power in 
a test to establish the schedule. 
Each Day liner seats 39 passengers and can go 
up to 35 miles an hour and get up to 44 miles 
an hour within one minute from a standing 
start. These RDC’s carry their own power in 
two 275-horsepower G.M. diesel engines lo 
cated beneath the floor of the car and driving 
through torque converters. 

Air conditioning, wide picture windows, 
foam rubber scats and bright cherry interiors 
are among the travel refinements for coach 
passengers the Dayliners will demonstarte to 


the West in the showings between now and 
entry into service on a new fast, schedule be¬ 
tween the two large cities in Alberta the end 
of the month. 

Two RDC cars will be used on the Ed- 
montonCalgarv run together and the target 
is a 3 1/2 hour schedule.

Didsbury has 
been a fairly pros¬ 
perous market town 
for over 100 years. 
It is thanks to the 
individuals, or¬ 
ganizations, and 
other businesses 
that this is true. 
But will it con¬ 
tinue? Today, there 
is intense competi¬ 
tion from new, re¬ 
mote outlets that is 
putting ever 

greater pressure on 
traditional local 
shopping areas in 
our town. 

In the early 
years, Didsbury 
had a Board of 
Trade, a mer¬ 
chant’s organiza¬ 
tion that promoted 
the business com¬ 
munity.

area, including indus¬ 
try and business, tour¬ 
ism and economic de¬ 
velopment, as well as 
the social well-being of 
the community. 

The original home¬ 
steaders were deter¬ 
mined to succeed by 
cooperative effort and 
private ambitions that 
bred community confi¬ 
dence. From the begin¬ 
ning, Didsbury devel¬ 
oped a diversified com¬ 
mercial base. 

Didsbury businesses 
have had many chal¬ 
lenges through the 
years; the land rush 
west, the devastating 
fires that destroyed so 
many business 

premises, the oil indus¬ 
try boom, the rise and 
fall of the beef indus¬ 
try, and most recently, 
the incredible growth 
of the Calgary-Edmon- 
ton corridor. 


Today, shops con¬ 
tinue to close or 
change hands, and or¬ 
ganizations such as the 
Didsbury & District 
Chamber of Commerce 
are concerned that the 
retail tradition is in 
danger of being eroded 
if it is not carefully 
nurtured and pro¬ 
moted. 

The only way to 
guarantee a prosper¬ 
ous future is to ensure 
that the growing popu¬ 
lation of both the town 
and the county turns 
first to the local shops 
and stores before ven¬ 
turing further afield.

projects, or class trips? 

Your local small 
merchant provides 


these extras because he 
or she is your friend or 
neighbour, and you see 
them every day in your 
community. All they 
ask in return is a 
chance for your busi¬ 
ness. As one business 
owner said, “I can’t 
take it out of my 
pocket if I haven’t put 
it into my pocket.” 

Buying locally keeps 
wealth circulating in 
our own community.

Highway 2 bus 
accident was a 
near miss for 
many , said 
Olds Const 
Pat Chornoby

A bus, carrying Red 
Deer pee wee hockey play¬ 
ers and parents, narrowly 
missed a head-on collision 
with the Olds overpass on 
Highway 2 and an oncom¬ 
ing car, when the bus 
driver became uncon¬ 
scious and lost control. 

RCMP said the north¬ 
bound bus, carrying 43 
passengers, was heading 
back to Red Deer from a 
Medicine Hat hockey 
tournament when the 
driver became uncon¬ 
scious, losing control of 
the bus. The bus crossed 
the median, entering into 
southbound lanes, and 
struck the guard rail sur¬ 
rounding bridge supports. 

The driver, 58-year-old 
Durk Dejong of High 
River, was ejected from his 
seat. He was not wearing 
a seatbelt, and pinned 
under the bus. Olds fire¬ 
fighters and Mountain 
View Ambulance crews 
extricated him, but 
Dejong was pronounced 


dead at the scene. 

Const. Pat Chornoby 
said although the death of 
the driver is a tragedy, it 
was lucky so many more 
were not hurt or killed. 

“They (the passengers) 
were extremely lucky, be¬ 
ing under the overpass, 
the bus could have 
slammed right into it. 
Also, the highway wasn’t 
very busy at that time. It 
could have been so much 
worse.” 

Chornoby said a south¬ 
bound car also had a near 
miss with the on-coming 
bus. 

“That driver said he 
drove as close as he could 
to the west side of the 
highway (to miss hitting 
the bus). Debris flying off 
the bus took out both his 
driver-side tires. 

Chornoby said every¬ 
one from the car and pas¬ 
sengers on the bus were 
shaken up but physically 
uninjured. 

“Some were shaken up 
more than others, but 
generally they were all 
pretty good. I was im¬ 
pressed most by the kids, 
being young, teen-aged 
boys, they responded very 
well. It was amazing,” 
said Chornoby. 

People she interviewed, 
who were sitting at the 
back of the bus, described 
what happened as the ve¬ 
hicle lost control. “Some 
said they saw the driver 
slumped over and at that 
point they hit the median 


and were going into oppos¬ 
ing traffic. I guess a par¬ 
ent (who may have been 
the coach) grabbed the 
wheel. All the kids con¬ 
sistently said ‘the bus was 
shaking, shaking unbe¬ 
lievably’. Parents also said 
everything was shaking. 
They were hanging on for 
dear life, some put their 
heads down, thinking 
‘this is it!’” 

Once the bus came to a 
complete stop passengers 
exited out of an emergency 
exit window. 

Of the 43 passengers in 
the bus, six were trans¬ 
ported to Olds Hospital 
with non-life threatening 
injuries. 

Remaining passengers 
were transported to Olds 
College where they waited 
for alternate transporta¬ 
tion back to Red Deer. 

Chornoby said every 
hockey player had at least 
one parent with them on 
the bus, making the situ¬ 
ation much more bearable 
for the children, aged 11 
and 12. 

Bill Johnston, director 
of disaster services for the 
Town of Olds, said he was 
asked to arrange trans¬ 
portation for the passen¬ 
gers, from Highway 2 to 
Olds College, a designated 
facility for such incidents 
where shelter is needed. 

He said Olds College 
provided two 15-passen- 
ger vans and the town 
provided its Sunshine Bus 
to transport everyone to 


the college. Chinook Arch 
Victim Services volun¬ 
teers helped those more 
traumatized by the inci¬ 
dent. 

Everyone was given 
something to eat and a 
beverage while they were 
interviewed by RCMP 


At 11 p.m. the 
Carstairs Community bus 
arrived to take everyone 
home. 

Doug Wagstalf, Olds Col¬ 
lege Residence/Life supervi¬ 
sor, said college staff did as 
much as they could to make 
everyone as comfortable as 


possible. “We didn’t know 
how long everyone would be 
staying, we provided mats 
and bedding, and brought in 
a video to show the kids.” 

Medical Examiners and 
RCMP continue their inves¬ 
tigation into the cause of the 
accident.

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QUESTION: Our family physician wants to examine my 
13-year-old son without my being in the room. That's OK with 
me, but I expect him to tell me what my boy says and what his 
medical condition is. That's where we disagree. He says he 
must keep their conversation confidential. Am I right to ex¬ 
pect to be informed and involved? 

DR. DOBSON: Teens are typically sensitive and modest 
about their bodies — especially when their parents are around 
— so I can understand the need for privacy during a physical 
exam. The larger issue here, however, is the physician's ac¬ 
countability to you as the mother, and at this point, I agree 
entirely with the position you have taken. Other parents have 
expressed similar concerns to me. 

I'm reminded of a mother who told me that she took her 14- 
year-old daughter to their pediatrician for a routine physical 
exam. The mother was aware that her daughter was begin¬ 
ning to develop physically and might be sensitive to her being 
in the examining room. She offered to remain in the waiting 
room, but the girl objected. "I don't want to go in there by 
myself," she said. "Please come with me." After arguing with 
her daughter for a moment, the mother agreed to accompany 
her to the examining room. 

When the exam was over, the doctor turned to the mother 
and criticized her for intruding. He said in front of the girl: 
"You know, you really had no business being in the examining 
room. It is time I related directly to your daughter. You should 
not even be aware of the care that I give her or the medication 
I prescribe. Nor should you know the things that are said 
between us. My care of your daughter should now be a private 
matter between her and me." 

The girl had been going through a period of rebellion, and 
the mother felt her authority was weakened by the doctor's 
comments. It was as though he were saying: 'Your day of su¬ 
pervision of your daughter has now passed. She should now 
make her own decisions." Fortunately, that mother was un¬ 
willing to do as she was told and promptly found a new doctor. 
Good for her! 

I have discussed this conversation with several pediatricians, 
and they have all agreed with the doctor in this case. They 
emphasized the importance of a youngster having someone to 
talk with in private. Perhaps. But 1 object to the autonomy 
demanded by the physician. Fourteen-year-old boys and girls 
are not grown, and their parents are still the best people to 
care for them and oversee their development. It is appropriate 
for a physician to have some private moments with a young 
patient, but he should never forget to whom accountability is 
owed. 

Furthermore, if greater authority is to be granted to the 
doctor, the parent had better find out just what he or she be¬ 
lieves about contraceptives for minors, premarital sex, spir¬ 
itual matters and the like. Be careful whom you choose to 
trust with the body and the soul of your child. 

The pace of living is so frantic today that we have become 
dangerously willing to accept surrogate parenting from a vari¬ 
ety of professionals who meander through our lives. Educa¬ 
tors, youth ministers, athletic coaches, music instructors, psy¬ 
chologists, counselors and physicians are there to assist par¬ 
ents in raising their kids — but never to replace them. 

QUESTION: Since almost every couple fights from time to 
time, what distinguishes a healthy marriage from one that is 
in serious trouble? How can a husband and wife know when 
their conflicts are within normal limits and when they are 
symptoms of more serious problems? 

DR. DOBSON: It is true that conflict occurs in virtually 
all marriages. That is how resentment and frustration are ven- 
tilated. The difference between stable families and those in se¬ 
rious trouble is evidenced by what happens after a fight. 

In healthy relationships, a period of confrontation ends in 
forgiveness — in drawing together, in deeper respect and un¬ 
derstanding, and sometimes in sexual satisfaction. But in un¬ 
stable marriages a period of conflict produces greater pain and 
anger that persist until the next fight. When that occurs, one 
unresolved issue is compounded by another and another. That 
accumulation of resentment is an ominous circumstance in 
any marriage.

The Airdrie Rocky Mountain 
Lightning watched the last of 
their playoff hopes fade away 
last weekend as the Wain- 
wright Polar Kings defeated the 
Grande Prairie Storm 6-3 to 
claim fourth place in the south 
division of the Rural Alberta 
Midget AAA Hockey League. 

The Lightning and the Po¬ 
lar Kings ended up tied for to¬ 
tal points but the Kings ended 
up with the last post-season 
spot because of their better 
record of wins. 

The local squad, in their first 
year of action in the RAMHL, 
ended up with a record of 13- 
23-4.

Jean Bellamy - Dorothy Jean Bellamy 
passed away on Friday, February 18, 
2005 at the Brentwood Care Centre in 
Calgary, where she was a resident For ten 
years.

She 
was a crack shot, who nailed many a 
squawking magpie firing from her bed¬ 
room window. The echo of these shot¬ 
gun blasts throughout the house, raised 
more than one unsuspecting guest from 
their bed, on a dead run in a state of 
absolute terror. When the farm sold in 
1979, Buster and Jean retired to Olds. 
Jean issurvi ved by heryoungest brother 
Barry (Huguette) Thompson of Mon¬ 
treal. She is also survived by two broth- 
ers-in-law Harold (Viola) Bellamy of 
Cremona and Jack (Sandie) Bellamy of 
Olds; members of the Bellamy, 
Bohannon and MacFarquhar families, 
plus special friends Bruce (Adair) Roy 
and Gary (Janice) Taylor.
